**What do you think of Bob Toombs?” 
and the repetition of the question was 
generally accompacied by a hearty 
laugh. ‘Ob, B-b’s well enough. He’s 
one of the boys. We driok with him, 
we listen to him, for he is one of the 
vest talkers iathe world, but we uever 
care @ button. about what.be says, and 
he knows it. .He comes down here once 
ina while to ‘talk to the boys,’ as he 
calls it. When stopping at the hotel he 
always has a crowd around him, for he 
isa wonderful conversationalist. Then 
he invites everybody to take a drivk 
with him,cverybody 1n turn invites bh m, 
and when Bob is thoroughiy boozy and 
has uo more idea what he is talking 
about than a lamp post that suppe sa 
soliloguizing all-pighter, he gedeialiy 
makes aspeech. You should hear one 
of those speeches. They amount abso- 
luiely to nothing when they are made 
Everybody laugbs while listening to 
tuem. They are comically grotesque 
sometimes. But the reporters will go 
to work, fix them up, and the next morn-

It would be presumption on the part 
of anyone, after a two weeks’ sojouro in 
a strange section of country, and most of 
that time spent in a railway car, to speak 
didactically on a subject so ‘‘touchy” as 
the social one, but one can get impres-— 
si ns even in less time than a fortnight, 
at d such as your correspondent has, bas” 
ei on incidents and observations that 
have come under his observation, the 
reader of the Times is welcome to appro- 
priate, 

{t is a historic fact that your true-blue 
siutherner, while always a prince of 
hosts, was ever-inclined to exclusiveness 
in his social relations, and if he is exclu- 
sive still, should it be macter for surprise, 
or need it necessarily be ascribed to a !a— 
tents | it of rebellion or an inherent dis- 
like of tue yankees? “There are here and 
the. : communities, perhaps, like those of 
Augusta, Charleston, Columbia, and a 
fe w others of this aristocratic sort, where 
the old spirit yet burns with something 
ii<e its old fervor, and will not die out 
uiitil the present generation is extinct; 
but these isolated communities in no seuse 
represent the new south. Of this cava- 
lier spirit there is none in Texas, none in 
Arkansas, none in Florida, Tennessee, or 
North Caro!ina, and but a little in Geor- 
gia. Whatthere is of it is mostly con- 
fined to South Carolina, Alabama, Louis- 
iana, and Mississippi, and these stat s, 
among the proudest before the war,have 
since suffered most at the hands of Grant 
a d carpetbaggism. 

It is seldom, indeed, that we bear sto- 
ries of 

SOCIAL OSTRACISM 
from the intelligent and cultivated that 
have taken up tueir abode, either tempo- 
rarily or permanently, in the south. The 
carpet-bagger is the fellow who howls 
And he would howl in any other decent 
community. Let us see for a moment 
how the case stands. In the south, 
before the war, a political career was 
the only road to distinction, and hence 
the ‘‘best blood” entered the arena, and 
the oldest famili‘s represented the state 
A senate or representative stood for 
something socially in those days. After 
the war,thesoutherner was disfranchised, 
Dixie was overrun by unquestionably the 
most corruptible horde of adventurers 
that were ever spewed out of a commu- 
nity—tfellows that held no social! position, 
good, bad, or indifferent in their native 
places. These men by tricks and wiles 
placed themselves at the head, not of oe 
real men of south, but their former! 
slaves, and, itis under these circum- | 
stances, when thy became congressmen, | 
governors, and senators, and were not, 
recognized asthe old stock had beep, 
that they raised the cry of social ostra- 
cism and verily, had they not been ostra- 
cised, the people of the south would have 
deserved to be regarded as beneath con. 
tempt. 
In other respects the south has changed 
somewhat, ard materially for the better. 
The code of honor is not held qnite in 
the high esteem it used to be. A man 
can now be quitea passable gentleman 
and not fizht a duel every six months. 
The commercial and dueling spirit never 
went well handia hand, and the former, 
is fast usurping the latter’s prerogatives. 
Toe standard that makes the gentleman, 
north and south isnow much more nearly 
the same than formerly, and 
A NORTHERN GENTLEMAN 
going south may depend upon it that he 
will be received on his merits by nine 
southerners out of every ten. 
Considering the early, one might say, 
bred in-the-bone souchern social educa 
tion, they do wonderfully well, and | 
accomodate themselves to the new order 
of things with praisworthy alacrity. At 
Nashville your correspondent met wi ha 
genuine surprise which will illustrate 
the foregoiug observation. He had 
supposed that if ostracism was directed 
against one class more than another, it 
must be toward the men who wear the 
uniform ef Uncle Sam. This uniform 
does not represent to them what it 
should. In their eyes, the American 
soldier, siuce the close of the war, can 
mean little else than the bireliog of the 
repubican party. No doubt the work 
was distastetui to the boys in blue, but 
nevertheless they had no choice but to 
obey, and, so far as southern movements 
are concerned, each had a special poli i- 
cal significance, and emanated, not from 
the.war department of the commander 
of the army, but fro a Butler, a Morton, 
or other party demagogue.

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THE LATE RAIN. 
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Water Enough on West Point Streets 
te Swim a Horse. 


Effeets of the Flood in the Country 
Around Macon. 
—_———__—_0o0—_—_———- 


West Point, Ga,, April 3, 1876. 

Eorrors ConsTitoTion:—On last Sat- 
urday it commenced raiving here about 
12 o’clock, and the rain contiaued to fall 
almost incessantly un'il early Sunday 
mor.iog. ‘Ibis, of course, did nut ef- 
fect the Chattshoochee at this point. 
From tie rapid rise which had taken 
place the precediog right, and from 
news of the bheuvy rains above, 
it 800 became manifest that 
the ~ river would soon overflow its 
banks. As it had been rising about 8 
inches per hour with no’ prespect of 
abatement, the citizens apprehended an 
overflow such as visited our city in 1865. 
The merchants recalling the destruc- 
tion of property attending said 
occasion, busied themselves Sunday af- 
ternoon ia elevating their goods above 
high water mark. It was well iudeed, 
that this precaution was taken, for on 
the following (Monday) morning, the 
entire business portion of the city was 
r:ubmerged. On the east side of the river 
tixteen dweiliugs were pertial- 
ly under wat-r, aod as many as forty on 
the west side. Several families were 
forced to vacute their houses. Consid- 
erable loss was sustsined by the rai!road 
employees Occupying cabins near the 
river. The floors of about fifty business 
houscs were covered with water to the 
depth of four to sixteen inches. The 
cytton which had not been previously 
removed from the warehouses was some- 
what injured’ by the water. 
Probably two thousand dollars will 
cover all damages. Our taxpayers were 
very much exercised lest the two valua- 
ble bridges here shou!d be destroyed, 
but they rode the storm in safety. It is 
impossible ~as yet to learn whether or 
not the dams at the two cotton factories 
just below here have suffered injury. Of 
course boats had to be improvised for 
the »vccasion—the water in our streets 
being sufiiciently deep to swim a horse. 
The passage of the trains over the tracks 
was impossible. Our usually quiet stream 
having spread itself over an area 
about a mile in width presented quite a 
uovel a d sea-like appearance. At the 
present writing, however, the water has 
reccded from our priacipal street, al- 
though ‘‘ye solitary goose” still ‘‘aangs 
altitudinous” on ‘‘ye solitary post” in 
maby parts of our city. K. A. 


From the Macon Telegraph and Mess- 
enger we glean the foliowing facts: 


‘That portion of east Macon lying near- 
est the river was completely submerged 
By the breaking of a levee which had 
been built fur the protection of that por. 
tion of the city, the water came upon 
the people unawares, and was almost in 
their houses before they were aware of 
their danger. Thehouses in the sub- 
merged portion of the city, were mostly 
occupied by colored peopie. They were 
smali one story shanties, light enough 
te have floated away had the water risen 
a little higher. 

The lower portion of Central City 
Park was «vumpletely submerged. At 
one place at the lower end of the new 
park the water was over the outside 
tence, und a large portion of the fence 
wus broken down by the pressure of 
drift wood aginst it. For avout a quar 
ter of 4 mile the water wus entirely over 
tbe rauling which cocloses the mile track. 
All the stables and stuck pens were sub- 
merged to a greater or less extent. The 
water also rose several inches in Machine- 
ry Hall The river left its bank and ran 
in to the park not far from the grand en. 
Irance and formed quite a cons:derable 
siréam not far from the Conservatory, 
while another ran on the opposite side 
of the conservatory, united with the 
former und running off toward the new 
park washing the beds and drives consid- 
erably. 

No train has passed oyer the Macon 
and Brunswick road since Sunday. That 
portion of the track lying through the 
swamp between the city and the river is 
so much submerged that trains cannot 
pass over with ut great risk, indeed, the 
water is so deep upon the track as to 
extinguish the fires in the locomotives 
should they attempt to pass. 

So far we have heard of no damage to 
thd Southwestero road. 

The train on the Muscogee road dit 
not come in yesterday evening. Con- 
ductur Dense, who arrived witb bis train 
at 3u’clock in the afternoon, reported 
the trestle over Beaver creek in great 
jeopardy ,and it is possible that it has been 
washed away, or that the incoming train 
found it too hazardous to altempt its pas- 
sage. ‘This treatie is about four hundred 
fect long. 


There wae a good deal of apprehension 
yesterday with regard to the security of 
the Micon and Augusta bridge. Until 
afternoon it st od the pressure admirabiy, 
aud apprehension began to be allayed. 
The 3 o’clock passenger train came in on 
lime, passing over the bridge safely. 
Bit shortly after the train passed the 
bridge gave evidence of weakness, and 
moved considerably out of its position 
The water was not within three feet ot 
the bridge; but the immense pressure of 
tie torrent seemed to be steadily wear- 
ing away the middle pier. Supervisor 
L. J Trat‘i was bere, and at 9 o’eluck in 
the evening he determined totike the 
train acrossif possible. It staried out 
with quite a number of gentlemen 
aboard; Dut as it rounded the curve chis 
side the bridge, a man wasseen ahead 
witha lantera, motioning them down. 
The train was stopped near the bridge, 
when it was discovered that the embank 
ment on the westside of the river had 
given away, and that the immense 
tre:tlie leading from the embank- 
ment to the bridge had gone, leaving 
only the stringers and raiis. The bridge 


kept up a continuous creaking and 


cracking as if steadily giviog away, and 
the party remained at the bridge until 
midnight, expecting every minute to see 
it go. It was stili standing, however, 
when the train returned to the city, 
though it was generally feared that it 
would not last until morning. 

W bile at the bridge, Mr. Tratti made 
& very narrow escape from drowning. 
He started to go across the remaining 
timbers for the purpose of examining 
the bridge, aad stepped upon a cross-tie 
which gave way, and quick as thought 
he was ip the swirling torrent below, By 
the merest chance he caught hold of a 
stringer—one end of which still rested 
upon the bank. This started to move 
off, but some of the men who were there 
caught it and held it fast until Mr. Traitti 
made his way to land. But for the pres- 
ence of that timber he would almost in- 
evitably have been lost,

A FIGHT FOR FREE LABOR. 


A movement is being organized in 
Texas which promises to have ali the 
elements of democratic popularity’ aad 
therefore to gather a wipaing strength. 
We say democratic popularity because 
it is thoroughly a movement for the ben- 
efit of the people—ihe honest toiling 
people. The point of the fight is‘‘equal 
ity in taxation” and the end aimed at is 
one of progress in the ideas of govern- 
ment, 

The initial of the movement is a pam- 
phiet from the pen of Col. A. B. Small, 
of Houston, Texas, a gentleman of lib- 
eral education and practical methods of 
thought. He is connected with a large 
commercial and transportation interests 
in that state and has given to the subject 
matter of his pamphlet very earnest at. 
tention for many years. In a copy ot 
the document now before us we find a 
very ableand concise analysis of the na- 
ture and objects of gov. ronment, followed 
by a discussion of the means of support- 
ing the civil establishment and its au- 
thority and measure of authority for de- 
riving its own support from the substance 
of these whom 11 is to benefit. 

The abuse of this authority now 
sought to be remedied is ‘the arbitrary 
and unequal taxes levied by the :t«te on 
various uccupations,” taxes, t 1s Claimed, 
which are ‘“‘ievied without regard to 
uniformit; or equality, and by no known 
rule.” The injustice resulting from this 
arbitrary use of the taxing power, as 
demonstrated ia Texas(and we doubt 
not in our Own state) is thus forcibly ex 
plained: 

A merchant whose purchases amount to one 
million or more dollars, pays to the state an oc- 
cupation tax of $25, while a peddier with two 
horses, however small his stock, pays $3, acd 
ten dollars additional for each county he may 
sellin. a cook shopina town of more than 
three thousand inhabitants, pays $ 0—double 
the amount paid by a wholesale merchant; 
while a person traveling and selling patent 
medicines, pays $500, just twenty times as much 
as the largest dealer in merchandise in the state 
This latter sum is equal, if not greater thau the 
fuil value ot the stock of mediciue on hand, 
amounting to confiscation and absoluve pro- 
hibition. A jiawyer whose practice may be 
worth from six to ten thousand dollars per an- 
num, pays $10, while the life insurance agent, 
although he may have lost an arm or !eg in his 
country’s service, must pay $500. By what rule 
of justice are these discriminations made? Ii 
it is a tax for the privilege of pursuing an occu- 
pation, in order to eain a livelihood, why not 
charge all alike? 

It is also shown that statutes are en- 
acted makiog the non payment of these 
taxes penal offenses, that the taxes may 
amount to probit ition, or tue 1e egation 
of all profitible occupstions into the 
hands of the wealthy, and these, too, ia 
the face of the opi. ions of the best legal 
authority in America, adverse to the 
justice of the theory upon which such 
taxes are bared. It is rightly argued 
that this is one of thoge questions of 
power which de, ead alone for their de 
gree upon the will and caprice of those 
in whom it is vested. The principle 
championed in the document is one 
whicn commends itself to our 
thinking men as eminently just and 
equitable, and if Col. Small and his 
friends succeed in their effort to abolish 
occupation taxes in the great empire of 
Texas they will have conferred a lasting 
blessing upon thai people.

THE RABUN GAP RAILROAD. 


Ever since 1836 meetings have been 
held, companies organized and subscrip- 
lions for stock started to build a railroad 
from Knoxville to the sea via Rabun Gap. 
And yet the road is unbuilt. But the 
agitation has never ceased, and such per- 
sistency 18 sure to win in the long run. 
Only Jast week a convention, composed ef 
delegates from the four interested states, 
was held at Anderson ia South Carolina, 
to devise means for building the much- 
neejed road. The first convention of 
the present series was held last January 
in Knoxville. It adjourned to meet in 
March at Anderson,and now it is to meet 
at Charle:ton May 25. The object of 
the next convention is to arouse the low 
country to the importance of aiding the 
project. 

The Anderson convention was well 
attended, South Carolina and 
Tennessee being strongly i1epresen. 
ted. Rabun county in thie 
state sent Messrs. Cannon, B eckley, 
Duncan and R. A. Cannon. Business 
reports from each state were read, and a 
telegram was received from the Knox- 
ville and Charleston railroad company to 
the effect that they would commence the 
survey of their road-to the state live this 
month, and would surely complete it if 
they could have a guarrantee of a con- 
nection at the Tennessee line.

twelve per ceut per annum, tor whih 
they (aa mMoitgage their homes, and 1 
chey do not pay, their homes will be sold 
trom theic wives aud chiidien. 

Now, every planter wuu counts ex- 
peases knows that he csnnot psy twelve 
per Cent fur money vut of the legitimate 
income of his farm, aud whenever he 
unde: takes to borrow mMuney at that ra e, 
or buy supplics at the rumous rates 
heretofore peid for them, that it is only 
a question of time when his merchant or 
banker will have tu foreclose aad ce. 
him out, kaving his wile ana childrea 
homeless. ‘Ihe resuit of this course of 
conduct will be to couceutrate ‘he land- 
ed esiate very rapidly into tue lands 
of a few wealthy aad large land holders, 
and the much larger proportion of what 
is called the commun peuple wiil become 
tenants. Then, I say, joy to the bankers, 
brokers, Capitalists, merchants and 
traders ! 

But the principal object of this com- 
munication is to Cautivw our peuple from 
availing themselves of the tempting bait 
which is held out to them by making 
purchase of provisions, fertilizers, goods 
trom the store, or any other kiud of pro 
duce that they can possibly do without, 
and mortgagiog their homes as securily. 
We are passing through a period of 
great depression and the ovservance of 
strict economy and prompt attention to 
business are the only avenie;, through 
which we can escape bankrupicy, and if 
our people should conclude that it is 
best to avail themseives ot the credit 
that they now have and agree tu pay 
large price for provisions ,or other sup - 
plies, or a large per cent on mouey, the 
number who will be lett homeless wiil 
soon be alarming Let _ -every 
wan take cautioa tserefore and refuse 
to vo iu de't, or to pledge his home: tead 
for any Cousiderstion, each bearing ia 
mind that he caapot make over and 
above bis expenses, tue twelve per cet 
to pay the banker, the broker or the 
merchant, and tLat whenever be is !ed 
into the trap he ts caught, aad. tuere is 
no meaus Of escape. 

Piautera of Georgia, beware of the 
cry, ‘Joy to the people!” Remember 
touat the effect of joining in this cry, and 
availiag yourselves of the benefit of the 
credit offered, is bankruptcy and ruin, 
and tiat tue inevitable 1esults of such a 
policy will be t» jeave your wives and 
children without Louses, without she'ter 
and without the necessarie: of life. If 
you will refuse to go in debt, and prac- 
tice economy as you should do, you will 
be much better off, though there may 
not be so much joy to the moneyed clas- 
ses to whom I bavereierred. Remember 
that there are breakers ahead and 1f you 
heed the syren song of joy, and pledge 
your credit at the present high rates of 
money, for fertilizers and other farm sup- 
plies, and pledge your houses for the 
payment, your joy will be turned into 
wailing at no distant day, and you will 
uever again be able to own houses. Labor 
hard, cconomise closely, and keep out of 
debt, and pledge the homestead to no 
one.
